During the past few weeks we have had several people approach us in 
this area about the possibility of becoming meters of and supporting 
the program of an organization called The^John^Wrch^^ This 
organization purports to be primarily concern^^ the 
spread of Communism in our country and abroad through the use of an 
organization of cells for instruction political meetings, I have read 
some of their literature and have talked with a number of people who 
are presently supporting their program, but the results have been 
inconclusive. It appears from this cursory examination that this organ- 
ization has some radical elements and in some areas is very extreme. 
However, I felt that it would be appropriate to solicit your advice're- 
garding this organisation and ask you to provide me with whatever date 
you might have concerning the history of The John Birch Society and the 
background of the people primarily concerned with its operation. I 
would also appreciate an indication of the feeling of the people in your 
organization as to whether this society is beneficial to our country 
and if it is one to which a person who is interested in the security 
of -our nation should become connected. 

One of the things which has disturbed me among the things which I have 
heard from the people now supporting the John Birch Society, is their 
criticism of the League -of Women voters. It is their contention that 
the League of ¥omen voters is too liberal and is primarily an organization 
whose objectives are the furtherance of the principles of the more 
liberal elements of the Democratic party. This accusation is to be 
expected from the true conservatives in our part of the country since, 
by far, the large marjority of the people are members of the Democratic 
party and are prone to support the ideals and the platforms which some 
of the rest of .us feel are too liberal.

about a downfall of the United States. He remembered a phrase 
often used that because of the actions and accomplishments of 
outside forces, the "bastion of liberty and democracy would 
fall like a ripe plum into the hands of the Communists," He 
interpreted this to have reference *6 the United States falling. 

During the course of discussions at this meeting 
the idea was stressed that outside forces were successful to a 
great degree in the United States because of the apathy and 
lackadaisical attitude of the citizens of the United States 
in that many of the responsible citizens are seeking personal 
gain from the benefits of living in the United States and 
most reluctant to make any kind of sacrifice for the benefit 
of the United States. He cited an illustration of this was the 
indifference of many responsible and allegedly reputable young 
men of the country who resisted efforts to induct them or to 
serve in the armed forces of the United States during the Korean 
conflict. 

Several other topics were discussed such as the fact 
that only communication maintained between the United States 
and England is by means of trans-Atlantic cable laid and 
maintained by an electrical workers 1 union and the fact that 
many labor unions of this country are Communist infiltrated 
and in some cases possibly dominated was mentioned. 

Another fact mentioned was that WALTER REUTHER, the 
labor organizer, had sometime in the past spent one year in 
Moscow . 

Magazines such as Look , Time , and Newsweek were 
criticized for improper and erroneous reporting. U. S. 
News and World Report was mentioned as a popular publication ^ 
tending to report accurately. 

A quantity of literature and a book which he described 
as being a fairly thick volume with a blue cover was available 
for purchase by persons in attendance and these items were of 
a nominal cost. There was no pressure or encouragement to get 
those in attendance to purchase these and it was merely stated 
these were available if anybody cared to purchase same.

I could go on 
and on but that alone is enough to curl your stomach. Now the questions 
that we have are, - -Why isn't the public informed of this so that all 
can help do what is necessary to prevent this? The people affiliated 
with the John Birch Society say that they have the approval of J. Edgar 
Hoover, Barry Goldwater etc. Now if Mr. Hoover is aware of what 
the Commies are trying to do why is it known. The Society says that 
the men who lecture at their meetings are F. B. I men and are well 
informed. We saw o ne film they showed on the Student rioting in 
San Francisco. Both l H and I are well aware of the communist 
threat, but before we join any thing we would like to know more about 
it and I think you can understand our reason. We felt you might be 
able and kind enough to help us along that line. If all this is true then 
what can we do? is this the group to join, if they aren T t what then? 

I hope you will pardon the poor construction of this 
letter and I hope too that you don T t think me "off my head". If you can 
find out these things for me I would appreciate it very much. We don't 
want to be suckered in to anything. Sorry if this puts you on the spot. 

I hope that this finds you and yours well and preparing 
for the Holidays. A very Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year.

Foreword 



"Greater than the tread of mighty armies 
is an idea whose hour has come. M 

Author Unknown 



There is considerable history connected with the above 
quotation, and many writers have expressed some part 
or some version of the same thought. We are concerned, 
however, not with the authorship of this exact form of the 
brilliant generalization, but with the way its applicability 
to The John Birch Society becomes more visible every 
month. And we derive both understanding and encourage- 
ment from watching the principle inexorably at work in 
our favor. 

On December 9 The John Birch Society will be two years 
old. We are still quite small, and very young. But al- 
ready, more because of our obvious potential for the fu- 
ture than anything we have done so far, we have made a 
recognized impact on the American scene. And during 
the past few months it has become clear that our growth 
is not to be stopped, nor its rate retarded, by vicious 
attacks from the Left, extensive smears from the Right, 
or the complacent ignorance of the Center. For the 
foundation of our effort is truly an idea whose hour has 
come. 

We want^ess government) and still less government 
everywhere, down to the irreducible minimum necessary 




for a civilized society* For expanding government is 
inevitably an enemy of freedom and an obstacl^e to prog- 
ress. We want^more individual responsibilityjallowed 
and accepted, for man was not created to be just a num- 
bered robot in a collectivised state. We want a return to, 
and increasing respect for, those moral and humanitar- 
ian principles, clearly defined by all of our several re- 
ligious faiths, that offer the one and only base on which 
to make this a better world. 

In an age that was not polluted everywhere by the poison 
of Communism, our efforts and objectives would be 
and will be almost entirely positive. But the satanic 
conspiracy, which now threatens to enslave all mankind, 
works unceasingly — as a means of establishing and 
maintaining its cruel tyranny --to increase the quan- 
tity and power of government, to reduce and then abolish 
individual responsibility (except to government), and en- 
tirely to obliterate both morality and even religion itself. 
It is from a practical necessity, therefore, that we must 
oppose and help to overthrow those evil forces that will 
otherwise destroy, and are now destroying, even such 
civilization as man has laboriously acquired. 

We cannot do our part towards building a better world 
without eliminating the foul virus that is making a dis- 
eased monstrosity of the world we already have* To do 
that we must recognize the nature of the virus; we must 
identify and oppose and excise it wherever possible; and 
we must overcome the evil forces that utilize and spread 
it. 

For the virus of Communism is conspiratorially im- 
planted and nourished wherever it appears. There are 
many good Americans who do not realize this fact, or 
who simply refuse to face it; who insist on regarding 
communisxnL^a j s-a "natural u disease to which we have 
fortuitously fallen prey; who consider our battle to be 
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an ideological one, and our enemy a philosophy of life. 
At this stage of the struggle they are all but wasting 
their time; and they even may,, despite the best of in- 
tentions, be helping the enemy by giving him the very 
consideration, and building up the very prestige, which 
he needs. It is not a mistake which The John Birch 
Society can afford to make. Our aims are too far reach- 
ing and too important; and our very devotion to them 
will not permit such comfortable and easy blindness. 
We are, and must be, realists on our side, as much as 
the Communists are on their , Trying to cure commu- 
nism, without destroying the(Communist disease - spread- 
ers,] while it has now become one of the great intellectu- 
al pastimes of our age, is an expensive exercise in dis- 
mal futility. 

Being realists, in The John Bir.ch Society we are deter- 
mined, not just to oppose communism, but to fight the 
Communists. This is the one thing they cannot allow (as 
the career of Joseph McCarthy clearly showed). This is 
why they already hate us so viciously, and why they and 
their sympathizers and allies and dupes will use every 
conceivable means to discredit and destroy us. But they 
will not succeed because ours is an idea of organiza- 
tion, of purpose, and of consecration — whose hour has 
come. 



With Statistics 

But the fact fhat the time was ripe for The John Birch 
Society and its ideals guarantees us only opportunity, 
not success. And the fact that, among all of the oppo- 
nents of communism, we have chosen the one hard road 
that cuts right through to the sources of the poison, means 
that ours is no bandwagon for the weak or^the comfort- 
able. We have no place or time for the-fealf hear ted 
in work or in sacrifice 0 Our body must grow, in size 
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and strength and effectiveness, until it is a match for the 
Communists, And that is a Herculean task, on which we 
have just begun. 



At this two-year birthday we should like very much to 
give out specific facts and figures about our size and 
growth. We know our members would love it. And we 
doubt if, at this stage, it could do us any harm. But we 
are convinced that the sound experience which keeps so 
many other groups from ever revealing their numerical 
strength has even more force with regard to ourselves, 
and that we should set no embarrassing precedents for 
the future. 

We*ll discuss our rate of growth quite frankly at this 
point, nevertheless. And there is tremendous encourage- 
ment and inspiration for us all in the vigor of our expan- 
sion to date. For it is continuing growth, not current 
size, that is important, and to which so much of our zeal 
must be dedicated during the months and even years im- 
mediately ahead. 

So far we have been doubling in size approximately once 
every four months. There have been one or two periods, 
such as the early part of I960, when our numbers in- 
creased one hundred percent in three months. But the 
next similar doubling required five months. And we our- 
selves are surprised to discover how regular the four- 
months average has been, for multiplying our size by 
two, during the whole two years despite various fac- 
tors that certainly seemed to be brakes on our progress 
at the time they appear ed a Those factors have ranged 



from our own extreme preoccupation with the(^ Committee 
Against Summit Entanglements,) through smear campaigns 



against us of assorted sizes and intensities, to the pre- 
occupation of our members and n prospects M with the re- 
cent election. And yet, as we look back on them now, 
their effect seems to have been swallowed up in the gen-

eral trend 



The fact that our rate of expansion must be represented, 
not by a parabola, but by an exponential equation, is sig- 
nificant. * For it shows that, with the forces which 
brought us into existence once set in motion and continu- 
ously at work, our growth itself is the primary factor in 
determining the rate of further growth; and that we are 
constantly benefitting from and building on what we have 
already achieved, as a base for further expansion. 
Which may be a longwinded way of saying that our new 
members themselves rapidly become by far our best 
salesmen for more new members, but which neverthe- 
less supplies positive corroboration of that important 
fact. 

Getting down to earth again, our growth experience to 
date not only means that we are doubling our size three 
times within each year -- or each twelve -months period, 
wherever taken. But it emphasizes the fact that, if we 
could maintain any such fabulous rate, we would have 
eight times as many members at our third birthday as 
we have now, and more than eight times that many by 
the end of 1962. 

Frankly, I don*t think it can be done. The two limiting 
factors, as is obvious and as we have explained before, 
are getting the money for such rapid expansion, and 
building organization solidly enough to be sure of what 
we are doing. And no matter how much you members 
sacrifice to help us, and no matter how hard we all 
work here to make the best possible use of your support, 
I don*t think the tangible results can come quite that fast. 
Also, I think that 'the steepness of the exponential curve 

For the few who may be interested, the equation is y = A 8 X , where y is the total 
of our membership, A is a constant, and at is the age of the Society, expressed in years 
or fractions thereof. And the formula which we hope to maintain* as explained, further 
along, would be y = A 4 X , where A remains the same. 
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is bound to slow down somewhat as we get much larger. 

But I do think that for the next year, and perhaps two, it 
is possible and practicable for us to double our size every 
six months, or twice a year. And even a projection of 
figures on that basis should supply energizing encourage- 
ment to us all. 

The task is to convert that projection into reality. But 
all of our warnings and exhortations, from both the Blue 
Book and earlier bulletins, not only remain in force; 
they need repeating here. We want alarmed, informed, 
patriotic citizens who are determined to do their part to 
stop the^Communists and to (destroy the Communist con- 
spiracy,) But this alone is not enough. Even fervent 
anti- Communism should at no time be considered ade- 
quate qualification for membership in The John Birch 
Society. We wish to have associated with us in this 
mighty undertaking only men and women of good charac- 
ter, humane conscience, and religious ideals. 

The John Birch Society through its membership, by both 
precept and example, must help to restore morality and 
integrity and worthy purpose to the world in which we 
live. The Society must not only cause Catholics, Prot- 
estants, Jews, or Moslems who join it to wish to become 
better examplars of their religious faiths, but their very 
membership in the Society must itself be a constantly 
ennobling experience. We wish every member to share 
with us the happiness and the inspiration of working for 
an epic cause; of being part of a great historic move- 
ment for noble aims of tremendous and lasting impor- 
tance. The members we recruit should not only have 
courage, and understanding, and a deep sense of per- 
sonal responsibility to God and their fellow men for all 
that they do or leave undone; they should be firmly de- 
termined, s6 far as they are able, to restore a God- 
given "upward reach 11 to the heart and mind, to the ac- 
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tions and the thoughts, of contemporary man. It is be- 
cause we demand so much and aim so high that we have 
"an idea whose hour has come. M

We keep on informing our newer members and remind- 
ing our older ones of this offer for the most important 
reason. It is that so often the explanation for many of 
our requests in these bulletins becomes so much more 
clear and convincing if you have read the articles, which 
serve as background for those requests, in AMERICAN 
OPINION. 

Quite a number of our members, for instance, wrote 
our Research Department asking for the supporting rea- 
sons for the critical protests of Herter a s actions, which 
we repeatedly urged. But if they had read Pages 14-26 
in the June issue of the magazine, which, were devoted 
entirely to a survey and analysis of Christian Herter 3 s 
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actual record, we do not think that five percent of those 
who wrote us would have felt any need to do so. Or if 
those of our members who think that we fail to appreciate 
<T Henry Cabot Lodge had read Pages 17-23 of the February 
AMERICAN OPINION, they would have found adequate 
evidence that we "appreciate 11 him only too well. As to 
Dag Hammarskjoeld , the whole of our May issue, given 
over to Julius Epstein J s review of the Bang-Jensen case 
from the official documents, reveals that slippery and 
despicable character in his true colors. 

We cannot always give you, in these bulletins, adequate 
documentation and explanation for the actions we request. 
Sometimes, as in connection with the flying of 'the Pana- 
manian Flag at the Canal -~ where we did know exactly 
what we were talking about and were doing, despite some 
implications reaching some of our members to the con- 
trary — we could not do so without asking you to read 
at least one whole book (Harding*s The Untold Story Of 
Panama ; Devin-Adair, $6. 00), and a great deal of other 
material. But frequently we have already laid the ground- 
work for such requests, and for a proper understanding 
of them, in the pages of your magazine. 

So read it. A distinguished conservative member of the 
British Parliament recently wrote that in twenty-five 
years of studying Communist penetration he had never 
seen anything as good as our I960 Scoreboard Issue. A 
leading French conservative weekly, Nation Francaise , 
has just used over half a page (newspaper size) to quote 
from and report glowingly on the same number. Our 
most regular contributor since the magazine started, 
William Schlamm, has been the most widely read author 
and most widely heard lecturer in West Germany for the 
past eighteen months. And American Opinion is, now 
rapidly winning recognition, both at home and abroad, as 
a leading authority on international affairs and on all 
aspects of the Cold War. Read it yourself and do your 
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part to increase its readership by others, 

(4) During December most of your Congressmen and 
Senators will be home 0 They are entitled to some peace 
and relaxation and freedom from official worries during 
the holiday season, the same as anybody else. So avoid 
either harassing them, or even appearing to do so. But 
most of them will still be glad to hear from and talk with 
their constituents on all suitable occasions, nevertheless. 
So take advantage of the opportunity by calling them on 
the telephone, or visiting them personally, or forming 
small groups or delegations to do so, in order to make 
your views respectfully but emphatically known. Our 
legislators, more than any other members of our na- 
tional government, are still guided to a considerable ex- 
tent by grassroots sentiment — if that sentiment is 
strong enough and obvious enough. Among the matters 
on which you should make your sentiment both strong and 
clear are the following. 

A. We want no repeal of the Connally Amendment, 
either direct or by subterfuge. If any further evidence 
had ever been needed of the folly of putting ourselves 
completely at the mercy of the World Court, such evi- 
dence was conclusively supplied on November 16, when 
Philip Jessup was elected a member of that Court. 

B. We want a strengthening, rather than abolition 
or any weakening, of the House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities. The movie of the San Francisco riots 

is alone sufficient to show how important a victory it 
would be for the Communists to destroy this Committee, 
and how important is our need to maintain it. If your 
Congressman or Senator has never seen that film, try 
to arrange for him to do so. (Prints are available 
promptly, at $100. 00 each, from Washington Video Pro- 
ductions, 1637 Wisconsin Avenue, N. W. , Washington 7, 
D. C.) Also, some of our Coordinators have such prints, 
as we have bought as many as we could afford for that 
purpose. 
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C. We want every Congressman and Senator fully 
to realize that Fidel Castro, who has been a devoted 
agent of the Kremlin ever since his school days, is a 
vicious, dangerous, and declared enemy of the United 
States; to act accordingly in connection with all perti- 
nent matters that come before Congress; and to use 
their influence and power to see that our State Depart- 
ment and other administrative agencies stop helping 
Castro while pretending to oppose him. (An excellent 
new book on Castro is Nathaniel Weyl*s Red Star Over 
Cuba; Devin-Adair, $4. 50* ) We especially want no 
more of the steady undermining of anti-Communist 
morale throughout all of Latin America, by our govern- 
ment, which has taken place under Christian Herter's 
regime in the State Department. 

In this connection, and in support of our outspoken 
criticism of Herter and our analyses of what has really 
be en happening, we reprint below, with permission of 
the author, a letter to our present Secretary of State 
from a distinguished Lieutenant General (Retired), who 
is one of Florida*s most influential citizens. 

October 5, I960

Dear Mr. Secretary: 

On September 6, I960 I addressed a letter to you 
concerning the Cuban situation and its relationship 
to the security of the United States of America. 
This letter was delivered through the office of Sen- 
ator George Smathers of Florida and he requested 
that the letter* -be brought to your personal atten- 
tion. At this writing you have not even taken the 
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trouble to acknowledge receipt of the letter. 

In my letter to you, I charged that the State De- 
partment was guilty of treason in handing the 
Cuban government over to the International Com- 
munist Conspiracy, thereby endangering the se- 
curity of the United States of America* 

What kind of people are you who now run our State 
Department? You sit quietly and let an American 
citizen charge your department with treason and 
are not the least bit disturbed about it. To me 
this means that you either admit that traitors are 
in your department or that the word TREASON 
has ceased to mean anything to you. Either con- 
clusion is fatal to our country. 

The loss of Cuba to Russia is a catastrophe and 
can mean our defeat in this great struggle* 

The responsibility for this condition now rests 
entirely upon your shoulders, Mr. Herter, "and 
the people of this country will not forget or for- 
give what you have done to them and how you have 
allowed our country to reach this dangerous posi- 
tion.

D. We want no further steps towards surrender of 
our absolute rights in perpetuity over the Panama Canal, 
"to the entire exclusion of the exercise by the Republic 
of Panama of any such sovereign rights, power or author- 
ity, u as established by Article ,111 of the ,EDay-Bunau- 
Varilla Treaty which still governs the situation and 
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by which treaty the Republic of Panama was given birth. 
And we want no further motions toward n inter national- 
ization" of the Canal, under any guise. 

E. We do not want any welfare state at home Mr. 
Kennedy has received no mandate for establishing any 
more of a welfare state than we already have. If he has 
even been elected at all -~ which as yet is by no means 
certain it is clear that at least one -half of the people 
of the United States did not want him as President and 
are opposed to the kind of administration foreshadowed 
by his past record and his campaign. This is a very im- 
portant point to emphasize to every member of both 
Houses of Congress. We want no "bi-partisan honey- 
moon" at the beginning of this regime, during which the 
extreme "liberals" would have everything their own way 
and do further irreparable damage -- as Franklin Roose 
velt did to our whole americanist system of govern- 
ment*, 

F. We do not want our Senators abdicating their 
rights and duties with regard to confirming Presidential 
appointments. The appointments to be handed down by 
the incoming administration are likely to be worse, if 
possible, than those during the later years under Eisen- 
hower, And it is time for all conscientious Senators, 

of both parties, to stop letting themselves be browbeaten 
into accepting any appointment practically by default. 

Go There are still a lot of very good Congressmen 
and Senators who will go to Washington in January D They 
may not agree with us on everything which is hardly 
surprising or desirable, since we never agree with one 
another on everything. Far from it indeed. But these 
men* scores of them in both parties, are good Ameri- 
canists, with regard to both domestic issues and foreign 
affairs. They deserve praise, support, and encourage- 
ment And while they are at home during the Christmas 
season is a good time to give them all three. 

(5) Continue to buy, and use on your envelopes, our 
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stickers concerning a republic against a democracy, of 
which a sample will be found on the envelope of this bulle- 
tin. Our price originally quoted was $1 # 00 for 25 sheets 
of 33 stickers each; that is, for 825 stickers. In the ac- 
tual printing we found it far better to use larger sheets, 
each containing 80 stickers. Our price has been revised, 
therefore, to $1. 00 for 12 sheets of 80 stickers each, or 
960 stickers for the dollar. Up to now the stickers are 
actually costing us more than that, but we wanted to keep 
the price as low as, we could, and we believe our cost 
will be all right as we get into considerably larger quanti- 
ties. 

Also, we hope that the use of these slogans will become 
very widespread indeed. In answer to a number of in- 
quiries we had hoped to have a four -page insert to go 
with this bulletin giving a brief review of some of the 
vital differences between a republic and a democracy. 
We find now that to do so would put this bulletin over the 
line, for an additional four cents postage, which would 
be an unwise extravagance. So the short article will 
appear in the January AMERICAN OPINION, and re- 
prints will then also be available. In the meantime most 
of our members are already aware that those differences 
are so important as amply to justify the very extensive 
campaign, which we hope will be spearheaded by the use 
of these stickers, to make millions of Americans more 
conscious that ours is or was a republic! 

(6) A four -cent stamp has recently been issued in honor 
of Senator Robert A. Taft, bearing his picture and name. 
One of our good members has suggested, and we agree, 
that it offers us an excellent opportunity to impress on 
Washington just how much respect for Taft and his prin- 
ciples is still vigorously alive in this country. Use this 
stamp on your mail, ask for it at your local postoffice, 
request that they stock it and keep on insisting if neces- 
sary, and do everything you can to make it one of the 
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most widely used issues in many years. The world in 
which we are living today is one in which power is built 
up out of prestige, pressures, and persistence. And it 
is well worth the cumulative effort to all of us, to show 
the "liberals" how powerful still remain the memory 
and ideals of Robert A. Taft. 

(7) In our last bulletin we asked our members to oppose, 
in every practicable way they could, the use of UNICEF 
greeting cards. We referred you, for supporting argu- 
ments, "%o Hubert Kregeloh*s article, DonH Send Me A 
UNICEFjGreeting CardJ , in the November AMERICAN 
OPINION. We repeat that request and reference here 
because December is the month when most of these cards 
are used. 



While we believe the National Guardian denies, or would 
deny, being an official Communist Party paper, it will 
certainly do for the comrades until something more of- 
ficial comes along. (It's editor is Cedric Belf rage ! ) 
And this weekly runs a Guardian Buying Service for the 
faithful. The four -page Holiday Shopping Guide of this 
"Service, n in the October 31 issue, offered many in- 
teresting items o There are "precision" wrist watches , 
imported directly from the USSR. There is a "popular 
handwoven cap" from Yugoslavia. There are two books 
glorifying the Communist side of the Spanish Civil War* 
There are "peasant dolls " and 'little city dolls" straight 
from Poland. And there is a "complete line" of port- 
able typewriters froxa East Germany. About one -third 
of the whole first page of this shopper's guide, however, 
is given over to "The Famous UNICEF Greeting Cards, " 
their pictures, and their prices. We just thought you 
might like to know the most logical place to buy UNICEF 
greeting cards, in case you find them irresistible and 
disregard our advice! 

(8) In our October bulletin we suggested that our mem- 
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bers join, and become active in, their local Parent 
Teachers Associations. And we further urged that they 
consciously strive to move up the ladder and exert in- 
fluence in the state and national PTA organizations. We 
have received considerable criticism on that item, from 
informed sources, on the ground that the second part of 
our suggestion simply could not be carried out by any 
conservative parent. It seems that the 'liberals" and 
leftists running the PTA from the top have set up such 
a brilliant system of self -perpetuation, partly by re- 
quiring officers to be chosen from committee chairmen, 
who have first been appointed by the officers, that there 
is no practicable way of shaking this leftwing grip over 
the whole machine. And any Americanist who tried to 
break into this tight and purposeful hierarchy would 
simply be butting his or her head against a stone wall. 
Our critics say, therefore, that our suggestion was un- 
realistic. 

We readily admit we did not know that the situation in 
the upper' reaches of the PTA was quite so bad, or that 
the baleful influence of the leftwingers in the National 
Education Association had been quite so thoroughly es- 
tablished over the PTA as well. (And we*ll bet that 
ninety percent of the good American mothers and fathers 
in the local PTA a s don*t know it either. ) And it may 
be, as several of our critics tell us, that the only real- 
istic course for Americanist parents to take is to join, 
or help to start, local School -and-Home Clubs or other 
parallel organizations to do what the PTA was originally 
founded, and is still supposed, to do. We shall return 
to this question in a later bulletin, after considerable 
more study of the whole situation. 

In the meantime, the problem of deteriorating education 
for our children is getting worse, because so much of 
the deterioration is "planned that way. M Not, except 
in rare instances, by the teachers, or' even local school 
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administrators (whose worst crime is simply to M go 
along 1 ' with the pressures and policies prepared from 
above), but by the influences in the NEA, our Teacher s* 
Colleges, and elsewhere; influences that are determined 
to see the whole American public leveled into uniform 
mass mediocrity and to use public education as one 
powerful means of accomplishing that objective. It is a 
problem which members of our Society simply cannot 
ignore. 

For the time being, therefore, we still recommend that 
~~ regardless of any chance of affecting national or state 
policies of the PTA — our members become active in 
their local Parent Teacher Associations wherever that 
offers the best chance of bringing americanist as against 
collectivist influence to bear on the curricula, teaching 
methods, and policies of your local schools. Where 
there is no such chance, we urge you to form or help 
others to form your own local group of parents -- under 
whatever name — to serve the same purpose* And in 
either case we also urge you to become acquainted with 
the teachers and administrators of your local schools, 
study the textbooks being used, visit meetings of your 
school committee, and otherwise take a lot of direct 
personal interest in the kind of job which your agents , 
whom you are paying to teach your children, are actual- 
ly doing. 

During the three years that this writer was a member 
of our local School Committee, in a residential town of 
thirty thousand inhabitants, the monthly meetings of our 
committee were invariably attended (unofficially and as 
self-invited guests) by three representatives of the 
League of Women Voters. They were always quiet, 
friendly, considerate and welcome. They were as 
charming ladies, and personally as well regarded, as 
could be found in our town. But they were also about 
as "liberal 11 as could be found in our town as well. And 
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they and their organization were taking a very strong 
and direct interest in what happened in our schools, and 
in which way the schools were headed. But never once 
in my three -year term did any members of any conserva- 
tive group, or any individual conservative, attend a meet- 
ing of our committee. There are plenty of people in our 
town interested in seeing the best of American tradition- 
al values preserved, in our schools as elsewhere ~- but 
not that interested. Heavens, no. Bridge or a movie 
is so much more fun. 

But American parents and nobody else have the ultimate 
responsibility for the education of their children, no 
matter what agents or agencies they hire to do the job for 
them, and no matter how hard the 'liberals n and "pro- 
gressives" try to shift that responsibility to ever -more 
centralized government. The fact that "Johnny can ! t 
read, 11 and even worse problems, are due almost en- 
tirely to the gradual abandonment of that responsibility 

under insidious cajolery from the "Left" ~~ to the 
agencies of government. One of the major functions of 
The John Birch Society, over the next several years, is 
to help mightily in restoring americanist principles and 
purposes to our American schools. This can be accom- 
plished only by the cumulative effect of an infinite num- 
ber of small and conscientious labors on the part of our 
members. And it is time we got started on that task 
with a will. 

(9) The movie on which we were to report this time was 
Spartacus. It is based on a novel by Howard Fast (!); 
the screenplay is by Dalton Trumbo (!); it was directed 
by Stanley Kubrick; the "executive" producer (and hero) 
is Kirk Douglas; and it is billed as the most expensive 
picture ever made. The Communist influences in its 
production background are boldly undisguised. We have 
enough material and reports on the "whole show" for 
a tight condensation to fill several pages of this bulletin. 
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But the actual Communist propaganda in the film itself 
has been kept low and well camouflaged. And we simply 
do not have room to give you the thorough analysis on 
which we think protests to local theatre owners and man- 
agers should be based* While we have been delighted, 
therefore, to see other patriotic groups call critical at- 
tention to this spectacle, we suggest that our members 
'■hold their fire n until a more propitious occasion, when 
we can supply them more effective ammunition. 

(10) Please write letters to the following,

Madison Avenue, New York 17, New York. Tell him that 
we want no part of the direct telephone line between the 
White House and the Kremlin, proposed in his issue of 
October 30. And since Senator Kennedy went on record 
as favoring the proposal, mail copies of your letter to 
him, addressed simply to President-elect John F. 
Kennedy, Washington, D. C. The copies will never be 
read, but they will be noted and counted. Many of the 
letters to Parade will be read, however, and the whole 
protest is worth while. Goodness knows Washington is 
ideologically close enough to Moscow now, without mak- 
ing the White House a branch office of the Kremlin, or 
vice versa, 

(b) Hon. Syngman Rhee, 2033 Makiki Street, Honolulu 
14, Hawaii. Tell him not to answer the letters , but we 
just want him to know what a great man we all still think 
he is. We believe he will get a huge amount of well- 

de served pleasure and encouragement from a flood of 
such goodwill messages. 

General Comments

According to all sorts of surveys, the .American -woman is a pretty 
powerful person.. She spends all the money, makes all the decisions, 
raises the children — is really a power to be reckoned with when it 
comes to designing cars, homes, merchandise of any kind.
